Duel of Angels- Hayes- 4/19, 6 pro and 1 con-Times- 
filed on new play by late Jean Giraudoux, translated and ad- 
apted by Christopher Fry, presented by Rober Stevens and S, 
Hurok, staged by Robert Helpmann with Vivien Leigh, Mary 
Ure, John Merivale, Peter Wyngarde, All cheered Leigh and 
Ure's talents and beauty ,the superb production and direction, 
though minority thought it lacked vitality, Atkinson, Times, 
raved over the beautiful example of play and performance 
woven into a single theatrical expression-theme, tone, style, 
tempo and accent perfectly blended, Fry's translation retains 
the qriginal ammaculate literary style, subtleties of humor and 
general insouciance of Giraudoux' point of view and theatrical- 
ism and Leigh and Ure give an amazing performance in an art- 
ificial style, Times aisle-sitter concluded, Kerr, Herald Trib- 
une, recommended it for Leigh's performance,her most con- 
trolled and captivating and Fry's translation,done as though 
crystals were steadily forming on Fry's tongue, though critic 
warned he couldn't promise the debate is sustained for a cer- 
tain intellectual vitality is lacking. Coleman, Mirror, enjoyed 
witty, cynical, literate and demanding play with bravura per- 
formances, almost balletically graceful, Watts, Post, praised 
striking and provocative theatrical work,a handsome, skillful 
production and an excellent vehicle for Leigh and Ure, Aston, 
World Telegram & Sun, thought acting even more fascinating 
and gratifying than text, an orderly rumpus of taunts, para - 
doxes and stinging reflections on sex, McClain, Journal Am- 
erican, billed stars as two of the most alluring women speak- 
ing English on the stage today, a delight to spend an evening 
with them, Sole dissenter Chapman, News, was bored by the 
cynical cerebrations and would have rather enjoyed a nice 
argument between two cab drivers. Impeccably written and 
faultlessly spoken, News man found both vice and virtue dull, 
Play is scheduled for a limited three month run. 


Henry IV Part 2- Phoenix 4/18. 7 pro- unanin ous-filed 
on Phoenix production of second part of Shakespeare's histori- 
cal drama with same cast as first part-Eric Berry, Fritz WVea- 
ver, Edwin Sherin, John Heffernan, Gerry Jedd, staged by Stuart 
Vaughn, Part 1 and Part 2 will alternate in repertory starting 
May 7. Many thought Part 2 was better than Part | thanks to ad- 
vantages of repertory and familiarity of both cast and audience 
with characters, Atkinson, Times, thought all concerned were 
better and that Sherin and Jedd especially showed great impro- 
vement, while Shakespeare himself seemed to improve by giv- 
ing more extravagance to his comic characters, Kerr, Herald 
Tribune, okayed the sensitively, clear crisp, intelligent product- 
ion of the rarely done play directed by Vaughn in a courageous 
twilight rhythm, but he felt overlong play loses interest due to 
abundance of minor history and because all sense of urgency 
has been deliberately suppressed. McHarry, News, listed sup- 
erior production in all respects a powerful argument for rep- 
ertory. Coleman, Mirror, loved lusty and moving performances 
and direction,a carouser leavened with intelligent studies of 
character development. Watts, Post, differed with his colleag- 
ues, finding it not as moving or beautiful as the magnificent Part 
1, though it has wonderful range and vividness and is staged 
with the sort of vitality that brings out its humor and sweep. 
Aston, WTS,is sure Eric Berry's "Falstaff" will be a master- 
piece in the Phoenix' Hall of Fame in play that soothes eye 
and ear and perks up the brain. McClain, Journal American, 
approved of hilarious version of play which should have been 
called "Falstaff", Berry alone worth the visit downtown, 


Oh Kay! - East 74- 4/16. 5 pro- and 2 con- Times, 
News- filed on revival of 1926 George Gershwin musical 
with book by Guy Bolton and P G Wodehouse, lyrics by Ira 
Gershwin, presented by Bly Productions, staged by Bertram 
Yarborough with Marti Stevens, David Daniels, Bernie West. 
Four extra Gershwin tunes have been added to score of mus- 
ical which originally starred Gertrude Lawrence and Victor 
Moore. Most of affirmative votes were for pleasant rendit- 
ions of Gershwin music, ignoring dated book, Crist, Herald 
Tribune ,recommended tasteful, tender, stylish perform - 
ances and production as a fine example of how these musicals 
should be done--straight and with respect. Coleman, Mirror, 
okayed revival for sound when it's singing, but warned of the 
corny book, Herridge, Post, believes show cries out for two 
stars but found enough here to service fans with another light 
smusical evening, McClain, Journal American, and Aston,WTS, 
also okayed music, not book, Former hopes some one dis- 

' covers a new method of entertainment, rather than merely 
reviving 1920 musicals, Negative side headed by Funke , 
Times, who admired songs but suggested they were more 
easily available via the Columbia Records album. While 
McHarry, News, didn't think music could overcome the con- 
trived, transparent, worn thin book that shows the progress 
musicals have made since 1920.

From A to Z- Plymouth- 4/21, 1 pro- Journal Am- 
erican- and 6 con- filed on new revue with Hermione Gin- 
gold, Alvin Epstein, Elliott Reid, Louise Hoff, Paula Stewart, 
staged by Christopher Hewett, presented by Carroll & Harris 
Masterson, The sole affirmative voter, McClain, Journal 
American, enjoyed fresh, tuneful, timely unpretentious mus- 
ical potpourri with a fair rasher of assists by some bright 
newcomers and a high average of sprightly songs and sket- 
ches, But majority though liking some of the people and 
some of the numbers did not think they added up to a satis- 
fying event. Most cheered Gingold, but Times and News re- 
viewers literally panned her, Atkinson, Times, approved 
of Epstein, Hoff and the scenery and costumes by Fred Voel- 
pel , labeling Gingold's talents from A to B and the show it- 
self expressing no point of view, Chapman, News, felt he 
was only member of first night audience who did not ad - 
mire star, who he admitted was not for him; sketches have 
only occasional wit but do not stretch from A to Z, Cole- 
man, Mirror, didn't think revue showed Gingold to her best 
advantage often enough, and , show had bright ideas not al- 
ways successfully developed. Kerr, Herald Tribune, saw 
show as girl's school stuff with Reid's material the best 
and Gingold trying to do intimate comedy without being able 
to deliver it. Watts, Post, liked several of the people and 
numbers but found them far too intermittent to escape the 
blight of inadequacy, Aston, World Telegram & Sun, blamed 
the material, not the performers, for not providing enough 
of the stuff that counts, 


These Are My Loves- Maidman- 4/18, 5 con- no 
reviews filed by News, Mirror- filed on Claire Luce 's 
one woman presentation of favorite scenes, presented by 
Playhouse Company. Most okayed her as acceptable act- 
ress but not interesting enough for such a coup. Calta, 
Times, found it as drearyand lonely, static and wan as 
most one woman shows, Crist, Herald Tribune, panned it 
as downright embarassing demonstration that showed act- 
ress as a good quick change artist though her skillas a 
performer was Open to question, Herridge, Post, feared 
the lovely Maidman theatre may be jinxed with three flops, 
Current tenant bored or saddened audience with hollowness, 
McClain, Journal American, admired skillful staging, but 
found nothing new in familiar material, Krisher, WTS, 
wanted to help actress pack her onstage suitcase to get 
her on her way, 


EQUITY-LEAGUE CONTRACT TALKS: Sessions be- 
tween Actors Equity and the League of NY Theatres contime 
prior to May 31 contract deadline, Equity demands include- 
establishment of an Equity pension fund and expansion of wel- 
fare benefits to be financed by a uniform payroll contribution 
of 31/2%, a minimum salary increase on Broadway from $103 
to $120, a minimum salary increase on road from $135 to $160, 
payment to cast on pro-rata basis of share of proceeds from 
sale or lease of souvenir program rights, specific safe and 
sanitary backstage conditions, increase in minimum salary 
for recording of show albums from one week to two weeks, If 
demands on pensions, working conditions and programs are 
not met, a strike June! is possible, League spokesmen say 
granting these requests would result in a 25% increase in the

ON CURTAIN CALLS,,.Curtain calls are an essential part 
and pleasure of playgoing, comments "Stage" editor- 
ial, The audience enjoys paying their own personal 
tribute to the cast by way of thanking them for a plea- 
ant evening and they like to see the actors without 
their masks, accepting a compliment like any ordinary 
man or woman being thanked for having given pleasure, 
British trade journal notes that a time lapse is essential 
between the end of the play and the beginning of the calls, 
It need not be lengthy, but it must be long enough to give 
the playgoer a chance to appreciate the final siwuation 
and to set about expressing his thanks with handclaps . 
Whether they are carefully rehearsed or not, it is most 
essential that the audience is given time to draw breath, 
and in some cases to wipe away a tear, before the players 
present themselves to receive the acclaim of their devoted 
public. 


RUSSIAN CRITICS...Soviet critics view the theatre as a develop- 
ing art and they discuss the progress or failure of theatre 
in general, but they do not review a play the day after it 
opens, Yuri Zavadski, Moscow director here to stage an 
Institute for Advanced Studies in Theatre Arts workshop 
production of The Cherry Orchard in June told Times re- 
porter, He is first Soviet director to visit and work in US 
since World War II,

The ingenuity, good taste, talent 
and sheer joy of all concerned is evident in each number, song 
and dance, To some the major enjoyment will be the full-drawn 
satire of Elvis Presley and his multi-squealed fans, to others 
the sharper jabs at the entertainment industry and its inrnates. 
All will enjoy the fresh, charming cast, and particularly the fine 
opportunity it gives some of the "older New Faces" such as Kay 
Medford and Paul Lynde.
